1* On Friday, July 13, Colonel White called me for information in 
the practice of oilier agencies in adjusting rates of consultants 'if ter 
the new General Schedule pay aretes vent into effect - 13 July 1969. 

2. I told him that I had checked several agencies. Including ABC, 
HASA, FAA, end the Department of Commerce and they considered that the 
top rate of €S-15 was a limit on what they could pay, but that they 
could pay less if they wished. I said they indicated they probably 
would increase the rates of some consultants from $98.83 per day (the 
previous 08-15 top step) to $107.92 (the present <36-15 top step) hut 
that it was not automatic, 

3* Colonel White said it appeared to him they hadn't made up their 
minds, X said this was possible* I said also there were agencies (such 
as MAS A) that could pay consultants under two authorities - $100 per d y 
and Public Law 600, which permitted up to the top of the Classification 
Act - now $107.92. He said be didn't understand how this was possible. 

X said it was because they previously had legislative authority op to 
$100 per day, but because they were under the Classification Act ihty 
could no** pay up to $107*92, and they expected to do so if they found 
it accessary. 

km Colonel White wss curious as to what practice the State 
Department followed, 1 told him that I had not checked but I could d: 

#0, X said X assumed they would follow the same practice as other agencies 

5. Colonel White also wondered if other agencies followed the s? ie 
practice as vc do in giving a consultant a contract providing a rate at 
the top step of OS-15. I said it was my understanding that they used • 
personnel action form, the same as for other employee* , on which they 
only showed the daily pay rate. He wondered if we couldn't do the s®& > 
thing. X said I thought we probably could. 

6, Colonel White seemed satisfied with this information.

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7* Ob Tuesday morning, 22 July, I called the State Department t; 
find out what pay practice they followed. They indicated that consult mU 
who were paid at the top step of 08-15 had been adjusted to the new p y 
of $107.92 per day. Thereafter I called AEG, FAA, and HAS A. They 
Indicated they were in the process of doing the same thing. AEC also 
indicated that they had established a new limit of $130 per day for 
consultants in highly specialized scientific fields. However, the AEC 
is not limited by the Classification Act and can pay rates as high as 
necessary to attract the type of individuals they need. 

8. I called Colonel White’s office and left this information with 
his secretary. I have had no calls from him about it.
